Esq.,  is  Associate 
Professor  of  Law  at  the 
Cleveland-Marshall  College  of 
Law  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  where 
she  teaches  Administrative  Law, 
Legislation  and  Women  and  the 
Law.  Prior  to  accepting  that 
appointment.  Professor  Ammons 
served  as  Executive  Assistant  to 
former  Ohio  Governor  Richard 
F.  Celeste,  from  1 988  to  1 99 1 , 
advising  him  on  legal  and  policy 
matters  in  the  criminal  justice, 
regulatory  and  administrative 
areas. 

Ms.  Ammons  was  the 
principle  person  in  the 
Governor's  office  responsible  for 
the  battered  women's  clemency 
project  in  Ohio.  This  project 
began  in  November  of  1 989  and 
was  completed  in  January,  1991, 
resulting  in  clemencies  for  28 
Ohio  women.

Record  Services/Deaf 
Ministries,  based  in  Lincoln,  Ne- 
brasl<a,  is  doing  what  he  can  to 
encourage,  motivate,  and  meet  the 
special  needs  of  those  who  are 
hearing-impaired. 

Kay's  ministry  to  deaf 
individuals  began  while  he  was  in 
junior  high  school  after  he  be- 
friended a  deaf  boy  his  age.  Soon 
after,  he  began  learning  sign  lan- 
guage and  interpreting  for  his 
friend. 

"I  was  just  so  fascinated  by 
the  language  that  I  just  kept  learning 
and  learning  and  learning,"  explains 
Kay.  "The  fascination  never  left  me 
once  I  met  this  young  man." 

His  fascination  with  sign 
language  prompted  him  to  take  a 
formal  class  at  Atlanta  Area  Tech 
after  graduating  from  high  school. 
"When  I  went  to  Atlanta  Area  Tech 
I  was  fascinated  about  learning  more 
signs,  and  I  wanted  more  deaf 
friends,"  recalls  Kay.  "it  was  an 
excellent  way  to  share  Christ, 
because  a  lot  of  them  were  not 
introduced  to  Christ  at  an  early 
age,"  says  Kay,  who  became  a 
Christian  while  he  was  in  junior  high 
school. 

"Eighty-five  percent  of  all 
hearing-impaired  people's  parents 
are  hearing,  and  a  lot  of  their 
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parents  do  not  take  the  time  to  learn 
sign  language,"  explains  Kay.  "if  they 
do  not  know  sign  language  it  will  take 
them  a  long  time  to  teach  their 
children  Christian  values."  It's  a 
problem  that  Kay  is  seeking  to  solve 
through  Christian  Record  Services' 
work  with  families  of  deaf  children. 
The  organization  teaches  these  families 
how  to  communicate  with  their 
children.  Moreover,  Christian  Record 
Services  teaches  churches  and  schools 
how  to  communicate  with  and  minis- 
ter to  deaf  people. 

"His  ministry  is  one  of  en- 
couraging people  never  to  give  up," 
says  Clarence  Hodges,  vice  president 
of  the  North  American  Division  of  the 
General  Conference  of  Seventh-day 
Adventists  and  former  president  of 
Christian  Record  Services. 

"It  is  very  rewarding  to 
provide  a  service  that  is  needed,"  says 
Kay,  who  received  formal  training  in 
the  language  of  signs  from  Atlanta 
Metropolitan  College,  in  education 
and  religion  from  Oakwood  College 
and  in  education  for  deaf  individuals 
from  Ohio  State  University. 

While  Kay  was  at  these 
institutions  earning  his  associate, 
bachelor's,  and  master's  degrees, 
respectively,  he  was  also  on  the  real- 
life  battlefield  of  service. 

While  a  student  at  Oakwood 
he  spent  his  summers  at  evangelistic 
meetings  as  a  Bible  worker  and 


interpreter  for  deaf  persons.  After 
completing  his  master's  at  Ohio  State, 
Christian  Record  Services  asked  him 
to  establish  a  department  for  deaf 
individuals.  Since  becoming  director 
of  deaf  ministries  of  Christian  Record 
Services,  Kay  has  traveled  to  49  states 
and  five  continents  ministering  to 
those  who  are  hearing-impaired.  He 
has  been  a  part  of  evangelistic  cru- 
sades in  Canada,  Africa,  and  Russia, 
and  conducted  workshops  in  Ber- 
muda, the  Caribbean,  Europe,  South 
America,  and  the  West  indies.  He  has 
also  published  articles  and  written 
books  about  ministering  to  those  who 
are  deaf,  and  currently  serves  as  an 
interpreter  and  counselor  for  deaf 
persons  in  hospitals  in  Lincoln, 
Nebraska. 

"Ministering  to  those  who  are 
deaf  is  what  the  Lord  has  called  me  to 
do,"  declares  Kay,  husband  to  the 
former  Ethel  Taylor  and  father  to 
three  adult  children— Anthony,  Myra, 
and  Sheldon. 

The  seeds  of  this  worldwide 
ministry  were  planted  when  a  junior 
high  school  boy  decided  to  do  what 
he  could  do  to  advance  the  work  of 
God.

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'"~     am  doing  what  I  was  created 
to  do,"  says  Kwame  Ronnie 
Vanderliorst,  cofounder, 
outreach  director,  and  consultant  of 
Prepare  Our  Youth,  Inc.  "This  is  the 
purpose  that  the  Saviour  laid  on  me 
at  the  age  of  4"  he  further  explains 
about  his  outreach  ministry  to  youth 
and  families  in  crisis. 

At  4,  Vanderhorst  pro- 
claimed he  was  going  to  preach  the 
greatest  sermon  the  world  had  every 
heard.  Over  the  years,  however,  his 
focus  has  changed.  He  now  pro- 
claims that,  "my  life  is  the  sermon." 
He  learned  this  way  of  thinking  from 
his  mother,  who,  he  says,  daily 
practiced  the  principles  of  love  and 
truth.  "She  did  not  put  religion  over 
relationship,"  says  Vanderhorst. 
"She  was  so  balanced,"  he  says, 
referring  to  the  spiritual,  emotional, 
and  social  balance  of  his  childhood 
home. 

This  environment  is  what 
Vanderhorst  credits  his  present-day 
community-mindedness  to.  "My 
growing  up  was  so  complete  and 
balanced,"  explains  Vanderhorst.  He 
says  his  mother  was  not  only  spiritual 
but  deeply  involved  in  the  commu- 
nity. "We  called  her  the  president  of 
the  National  Society  of  Volunteers," 
jokes  Vanderhorst,  who  says  he  and 
his  siblings  were  the  first  inductees 
into  his  mother's  army  of  volunteers. 


Because  of  the  spiritual  balance 
of  his  upbringing,  Vanderhorst  says,  "I 
am  able  to  give  my  whole  life  in  ser- 
vice." Subsequently,  he  says  Prepare 
Our  Youth  is  not  a  job,  but  a  way  of 
life.  He  has  committed  his  life  to 
setting  emotional  and  spiritual  captives 
free.  He  says  his  life's  work  can  be 
summed  up  by  Luke  4: 1 8:  "The  Spirit 
of  the  Lord  is  upon  me,  because  he  hath 
anointed  me  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the 
poor;  he  hath  sent  me  to  heal  the 
brokenhearted,  to  preach  deliverance  to 
the  captives,  and  recovering  of  sight  to 
the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty  them  that  are 
bruised." 

Prepare  Our  Youth,  based  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  has  been  doing  just 
that  for  the  past  1 6  years.  Founded  in 
1981,  Prepare  Our  Youth  is  committed 
to  bringing  hope  and  help  to  youth  and 
families  throughout  the  U.S.,  Canada, 
and  Bermuda.  Among  the  topics 
addressed  by  Prepare  Our  Youth  are 
rites  of  passage,  violence  prevention/ 
reduction,  anger  management,  teen 
sexuality,  African-centered  education, 
parental  management  skills,  educational 
issues,  hip-hop  culture,  substance  abuse, 
and  family  relationship  issues. 

Besides  being  outreach  director 
and  consultant  for  Prepare  Our  Youth, 
Vanderhorst  has  written  three  books— 
Rearing  African  Children  Under 
American  Occupation,  Family  Matters: 
Hope  and  Healing,  and  Whole  Brain 


Parenting.  He  also  speaks  and  lectures 
nationwide. 

"We  are  seed  planters,"  says 
Vanderhorst  of  Prepare  Our  Youth,  an 
organization  that  has  blessed  the  lives  of 
young  people  such  as  Tay  Garnett. 

"I  was  blessed  by  their  influ- 
ence and  by  their  willingness  to  go  out 
of  their  way  to  help,"  explains  Garnett. 
"They  took  personal  time  out  of  their 
schedules  to  mentor  me." 

Vanderhorst,  whose  ministerial 
emphasis  is  on  helping  others  establish 
personal  relationships  with  ]esus  Christ, 
is  eons  away  from  his  youthful  days 
when  he  was  baptized  at  the  age  of  1 2. 
"All  I  remember  about  my  baptism  is 
that  the  water  was  cold,"  says 
Vanderhorst  of  his  childhood  baptism. 
"I  did  not  have  a  personal  relationship 
with  Messiah." 

Today,  Vanderhorst,  husband  to 
the  former  Janice  Patterson,  and  father 
of  "two  beautiful  Nubian  princess 
daughters,"  Porsche  and  Shalisha,  still 
finds  himself  in  cold  water.   He  says  he 
is  surrounded  by  the  cold  waters  of 
religious  intolerance  and  apathy  toward 
the  inner  city.  He  is  not  cold,  however.

"hood"  keep  him  on  fire.
